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INSANITARY RESUMPTIONS. 


‘What The Government Is Doing. 


The over upward tendency of ronte in 
the Colony and consequently increased cost 
of living isa question that year by ysar 
forces itsolf more upon public attention. 
This queslion is so closely associated with 
that of suitably housing the pooror Chinese 
population that it ia almost impossible to 
separate the two and to write of one with- 
out referring tq the other. 

Whilo the ‘heavy burden of rent 
renders living difficult to Europes 
bow uch more it presses on Qhinese 
earning {from $8 to 820 per month may 
easily ho loft to the imagination, and the 
bousing problem ia thoreby rendered infint- 
tely more difficult, 

People are asking to-day whether this 
problem is any nesrar solution than it waa 
when it was first brought up some years 
ago, Many will ba found ready to declare, 


off-hand, that it is not, and that the ]- 


Government is making no real endeavour 
likely to cope with tho difficulty, and to 
ensuro tho erection of more eanitsry houses 
in tho densely popu‘ated portion of the city. 
This assottion ike many another fgunded 
on scanty information isapt to bo ‘some- 
what misleading. Tho Government is 
undoubtedly msking an endeavour, and 4 
coatly one, and while many bo able to find 
faults with the echeme there at the moment 
appeara to bo no more practicable achoms 
forthcoming, Some years ago it will be re- 
mombered that Mossrs Simpson and Chad- 
wick, sanitary exports, drow up a report 
affecting the sanitation of tho Colony 
in which it was rocommended that 
certain blocka of house in the most 
congested localities should be domolished 
with a view to more sanitary structures 
being crested, and this suggestion 
the authorilios have since been steadily 
carrying out. At the present moment up 
on the hill eide, and only removed by a
